Kings R iver C anyon— Kings River 
Canyon is much like the Yosemite 
Valley w ith the exception that an 
automobile road has not yet pene­ 
trated this section though tw o roads 
are pointed this way with the Kings 
River C anyon as their destination. 
T hen it will be similar to the Yose- 
mite, for the Forest Service is now 
planning its development for 
the 
flood of tourists expected and that 
flood will surely 
come. 
However, 
this particular section may be saved 
from the gang 
th at 
m erely 
goes 
places to be going, taking with them 
all the artificial amusements that its 
members must have to make 
them ­ 
selves noisy enough to feel at home. 


A t H um e on the road from 
General G rant Park is a lake 
and it is there that provision for 
this crow d is to be made with 
the hope that most of its mem­ 
bers will remain 
there 
rather 
than make an extended stay in 
the canyon. All of which means 
that recognition is being made 
of the detrim ental tendency in 
some of the National Parks to 
make the usual amusement cen­ 
ter of forest areas that should 
be reserved for outdoor 
pur­ 
suits. 
T h at means steps 
are 
being considered to curb 
this 
tendency. 
Forest areas should 
be places offering outdoor vaca­ 
tion such as is not 
obtainable 
elsewhere. 
T hey should not be 
allowed to degenerate into va­ 
cation areas that one may find 
in any center of population. 


A t present automobiles cannot be 
driven into the Kings R iver Canyon; 
entry is only over a trail. 
N ow it 
so happened that an acquaintance of 
mine came into Big Meadows with 
three burros which he had packed 
back into the m ountain country and 
having no further use for them was 
looking for a purchaser. 
It has al­ 
ways been my contention that a per­ 
son who has not packed an outfit of 
burros has had his education sadly 
neglected. 
1 have met w ith burros 
and know som ething of w hat they 
have to offer in the way of help in 
sending a man to perdition but they 
have their good points, so a bargain 
was made and tw o of the burros 
passed into my possession. T his was 
all contrary to the original plans 
but we go on the assumption that 
original plans are 
only 
tentative 
w hen traveling in the mountains. 


T he burros were well recom­ 
mended but I would not take 
anvone’s recommendation when 
it comes to a burro. I felt that I 
was buying sights unseen and 
that past experience in handling 
the brutes would be the 
only 
thing th at would get us to our 
destination with the minimum 
o f trouble. 
So bright and early 
one m orning I w ent into 
the 
pasture with the lure of barley 
and soon Maggie and Sam were 
tied to lodgepole pines at our 
camp. T hey packed nicely, not 
a particle of trouble from put­ 
ting on th e saddles to throw ing 
a diam ond hitch. 
Down the road we w ent, then 
onto the trail leading to Kings River 
Canyon. 
W e had been over 
that 
trail before and w ith a string 
of 
pack mules. 
A t its best it is none 
too good. 
This spring one of the 
packers lost a mule there, pushed off 
the trail and rolled into the canyon 
below. 
W c reached the bad spot 
and it took considerable engineering 
to get Sam down some of the rocky 
places. 
N ow Sam as far as I can 
find had, except for one short trip, 
confined all his trail work to a level 
orange grove near Anaheim and he 
felt he knew all there is to know 
about packing, and as to trails he 
knew them all; they were things to 
be shunned, so Sam decided to try 
the country just below the trail. 


Over the side he went, drag­ 
ging me with him, down 
the 
steep side of the canyon for a 
way and there we hung, 
Sam 
swv.ving back and for'-h on his 
hind quarters, I hanging onto 
the lead rope swaying back and 
forth with him, with the can­ 
yon waiting for both of us. 
It 
looked to be a long wav down 
to the bottom and when reached 
Sam would surely be a mess and 
the pack scattered to the various 
stopping places en route. 
Back 
and forth we tottered, for what 
seemed to be an hour but prob­ 
ably not more than ten seconds 
when for some reason Sam fell 
on his side and started sliding.

Actual valuation of Palm Springs 
property a t the time the assessm ent 
was made this spring before the close 
of the season and before the heavy 
construction period of 
the 
summer 
started, was more than nine million 
dollars, according to figures received 
this week from the office of County 
Assessor George V. Claytor. Mr. Clay- 
tor very graciously compiled the fig­ 
ures for The Desert Sun. which 
in­ 
cluded assessed valuations for 
the 
past ten years. 
Due to the fact th at Palm Springs 
is an unincorporated area and there­ 
fore, separate sets of valuations are 
not available as in the regular cities, 
it is necessary to consider totals for 
Palm Springs with the regularly es­ 
tablished D esert School district which 
extends 42 m iles running north and 
south and 12 miles running east and 
w est for the first 24 miles, then n ar­ 
row s down to six m iles running east 
and west for the rem ainder. 
Also due to the fact th at 
Palm 
Springs is an unincorporated section 
no actual valuations are available in­ 
asm uch as building perm its, for 
in-

stance, are not 
required. 
The 
As­ 
sessor, therefore, is concerned 
only 
with assessed valuations for tax pur­ 
poses, which are on a basis of about 
50% for 1935 and 1936. 
Prior years 
were on a basis of about 33 1-3%. As 
a fair indication of the actual value, 
one would he justified in doubling the 
1935 and 1936 totals shown with the 
exception of intangibles which are on 
a basis of 100%, and three tim es the 
figures shown for years prior to 1935. 
One must alw ays bear in mind th at 
figures quoted are assessed values, 
not actual, since no actual figures are 
compiled. 
Quoted below are the 1936 assessed 
valuations 
for 
the 
Banning 
Union 
High School D istrict. 
Tax rates for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. 1936, 
and ending June 30, 1937, will not be 
set until after Septem ber 1. 1936. but

F or comparison purposes, column th at new high schools are under con 
"A" gives a true picture. Column "B" 
does not m ean much since prior 
to 
1935 the county received no tax on 
public service property and the totals 
are merely "academ ic." 
Total "C" 
fluctuated w ith the stock m arket. To­ 
tal “C" was mostly stocks and bonds 
carrying a special rate of two mills 
(.002) per 11,000. 
Total "A” is more 
truly reflective of the D esert School 
S D istrict growth, since it represents 
county assessm ents on land, improve­ 
m ents and secured personal property. 
The assessed valuations of the four 
elem entary school districts comprising 
the Banning Union High School dis­ 
trict, as a m atter of comparison, are 
of great local interest, due to the fact 
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sideration in both Palm Springs and 
Banning, and the cost of m aintenance 
of these high schools is borne propor­ 
tionately in every part of the 
high 
school district, all paying the 
sam e 
high school tax rate. 
- The total assessed valuation of the 
entire Union high school district is 
$8,246,810, of which the D esert School 
D istrict (Palm Springs) has $4.726.100 
and Banning $2,359,870, Palm Springs 
valuation being m ore than double that 
of Banning. 
These figures, of course, 
are assessed valuations and are 
one 
half of actual valuations.

Steps were taken Friday night by 
the Banning Ünion high school hoard 
of education to secure PWA. funds for 
two proposed school structures,’ one 
at Palm Springs and the other at Ban­ 
ning, costing an aggregate of $250,000. 
T hat a building program 
of any 
such m agnitude is solely dependent 
upon securing PW A funds, was em ­ 
phasized by the board m em bers as 
well as the advisory committee, which 
informally recom mended this line of 
action to the board of trustees. 
The decision of the board in asking 
for PW A assistance In the proposed 
construction program is the culm ina­ 
tion of three years of close study on 
the part of school officials. Two cen­ 
tral problem s have brought the board 
to the conclusion th a t conditions are 
such that the 
Federal 
governm ent 
should he asked for help 
on 
the 
ground th at au em ergency exists. 
The first of these is the condition 
of the present Banning Union 
high 
school structure. A fter a thorough In­ 
spection of the entire school building, 
the state architect’s office is reported 
to have found th at the structure as a 
whole is so constructed th at it falls 
short of complying with the restric­ 
tions 
imposed 
upon 
public 
school 
buildings by the state earthquake law 
of 1933. 
Already, the school trustees 
have closed the school auditorium at 
the recom m endation of 
citizens 
in 
Banning and Palm Springs, who feel 
that it m ight jeopardize the lives of 
persons inside it during 
an 
e a rth ­ 
quake. 
As school officials have not wished 
to spend money on a building which 
might be dism antled in the future, a 
minimum amount of repair work has 
been done on the school in recent 
years, with the result that more than 
$30,000 has been saved, which may be 
applied to erecting a new building. 
The second m ajor problem Which 
brought action by the school board 
Friday night concerns the demands of 
Palm Springs citizens. 
The residents 
of the desert resort 
dislike 
having 
I their children ride 50 miles a day on 
school buses to attend school in Ban­ 
ning. 
Furtherm ore, 
strong 
protest 
has been voiced by leaders in Palm 
Springs in having th eir children a t­ 
tend a school building which, as one 
resort resident stated, ‘‘lias been prac­ 
tically condemned.” 
Palm Springs, therefore, is desirous 
of having a branch high school local- 


would J>e located a t the south side ot 
the school grounds and would 
lace 
Nicolgt street. 
The question was brought up as to 
whethetVpanning would need as large 
a plant as Is proposed, Inasmuch as 
Palm Springs would be educating its 
own children at the resort. 
It was 
further pointed out 
that 
following 
completion of the aqueduct here, chil­ 
dren of aqueduct workers would 
he 
moved to o th er communities. 
To this, it was answ ered th at only 
19 pupils last year were from fam ilies 
dependent upon the aqueduct. 
It was 
pointed out by Principal Beam 
th at 
during the past 10 years, the 
Ban­ 
ning enrollm ent at the school 
has 
shown a steady year to year increase. 
The assum ption is that it wouldn't he 
many years before the natural growth

L ast year’s tax rate in Palm Springs 
was $3.74 per $100 assessed valuation, 
the tax being distributed as follows: 
County purposes $1.52, 
school 
pur­ 
poses $1.11. police protection district 
.54, fire protection district .55, ceme­ 
tery district .02. 
In Banning', an incorporated city, the 
total tax ra te was $3.88, '/distributed 
as follows: 
County purposes $1.52, 
municipal purposes $1.23, school pur­ 
poses .96, library .12, cem etery .05. 
In addition, Palm Springe will have 
a sanitary district tax to pay for and 
¡ m aintain the new sew er Which 
was 
built this spring. 
In Banning, natural­ 
ly, all costs of police and fire protec­ 
tion. sewers and sanitation, parks, ad­ 
vertising, welfare, and other munici­ 
pal purposes are included in the $1.23 
municipal rate. 


The 1935 and 1936 totals of opera­ 
tive property of public service corpor­ 
ations are used in making up the reg­ 
ular county rate. 
Prior to 1935, the 
public service corporations paid their 
taxes to the state of California on a 
gross receipts basis instead of to the 
counties. Also in 1936, the county was 
not perm itted’ to "levy on stobk 
anil 
bonds due to a change in the law 
enacted a t our lást session of the leg­ 
islature so there will be a substantial 
decrease’ in the 1936 totals of intangi­ 
bles since the item s shown are only 
solvent credits which is a very sm all' 
item .

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R O O S E V E L T TO S T A R T 


B O U L D E R P O W ER P L A N T 


P resident Roosevelt will throw the 
sw itch Septem ber 11 a t the conclusion 
of an address to the World 
Pow er 
conference In W ashington, which will 
s ta rt the generation of power at Boul­ 
d e r dam. 
John C. Page, acting com m issioner 
of reclam ation announced this week 
th e com pletion of preparations 
for 
th is cerem ony in a report to Secretary 
of the Interior Harold L. Ickes. 
In addition to turning the w ater in­ 
to the first turbine to go into opera­ 
tion in the Boulder dam power house, 
th e P resident’s signal, which will be 
given front the Speaker's platform at 
Constitution Hall, will open the twelve 
g reat needle valves in the canyon wall 
outlets below the dam, 
creating 
a 
spectacular 
w aterfall 
thirteen 
feet 
higher than Niagara. 
Six stream s of w ater, flowing about 
5,000 cu. ft. a second, will issue from 
eith er side of the Black Canyon gorge, 
ISO ft. above the power house tailraee. 
T hese stream s will 
m eet 
at 
m id­ 
stream . 
W ater has been 
by-passed 
through the canyon wall outlets since 
Boulder dam was put into operation 
in 1935 but never have more than six 
of these valves been opened a t one 
tim e and never have valves on both 
sides of the canyon been opened sim ­ 
ultaneously. 
It is unlikely that 
the 
spectacle of the tw elve valves flow­ 
ing at capacity will be repeated. 
N ational broadcast of the cerem ony 
is expected, the broadcast to include 
th e P resident’s address to the dele­ 
g ates to the W orld Pow er Conference, 
w hich will begin about three o'clock, 
and to shift quickly to the 
Boulder 
Dam power house to pick up a de­ 
scription of th e starting of the gener­ 
a to r and the creation of the stupen­ 
dous w aterfall. 
The broadcast also 
will 
include 
an 
interview , 
during 
w hich Ralph Lowry, construction en­ 
g ineer of the Bureau of Reclam ation, 
in charge at Boulder Dam, will explain 
th e significance of the com m encem ent 
o f generation of power. 
In effect, tw o ceremonies, joined by 
radio, will progress 
sim ultaneously. 
T he World 
Pow er 
conference 
will 
h e ar both th e President speak and 
th e broadcast from Boulder Dam after 
he has thrown the sw itch to sta rt the 
generator. A t the sam e time, a crowd 
at Boulder Dam will hear a broadcast 
o f the P resident’s speech and will see 
th e huge pow er plant go into opera­ 
tion, as he throw s the switch.

Much thought and serious consid­ 
eration should be given to the selec­ 
tion of plant m aterial for the 
front 
yard and garden. 
It is extrem ely dif­

Mr. Gilman has been in D eath Val­ 
ley for the past three years, and is 
engaged in very interesting work for 
the U nited States governm ent. 
He is 
growing many trees, such as screw 
beans and m esquite, 
and 
unicorn 
plants, which are being transplanted 
to the public cam ps in Death Valley 
to provide shade and shelter and to 
make 
the 
camps 
more 
attractive. 
There being plenty of good 
w ater 
piped to the cam ps, these plants re­ 
ceive sufficient irrigation to develop 
into large trees. 
Mr. Gilman is having some difficulty 
at the present time w ith chuckawallas, 
which have invaded his nursery and 
are eating many of his seedlings. The 
chuckaw allas belong to the lizard fam ­ 
ily, but look much 
more 
ferocious 
than the ordinary lizard, being much 
broader and about 15 inches in length. 
The Banning naturalist stated that 
the heat lias not been oppressive, al­ 
though the tem perature has 
reached 
high points. 
He has shade and good 
w ater at the governm ent nursery, and 
is living quite comfortably.

The area included in the new park 
is one of the greatest wildflower gar­ 
dens to be found on the desert 
of 
the Southwest. 
Yucca, ocotillo, Josh­ 
ua trees and scores of varieties

tection of high ranges on the west and 
north. 
California's Garden 
of 
the 
Gods, a rugged setting of massive rock 
form ations, is also included 
in the 
new park, and innumerable canyons 
and sheltered coves which still bear 
! evidence of form er Indian occupants. 
The new national monument, 
to­ 
gether with the G reater Anza 
park 
area which was reserved for the pub­ 
lic by congressional action 
several 
m onths ago, provides a combined area 
over nearly two million acres along 
the desert side of the coast 
range 
which will be closed to private

ploitation. 
The governm ent ,of course, cannot
